Attached is the " Confidential Record Sheet", which you requested, 
plus some additional information which is placed in chronological 
order . 

1. June 11, 1988: First complaint made to School Counselor who 
then contacted the Accomack County Social Services Depart- 
ment, Child Abuse Section* Mrs. Gale Walker, Social Worker, 
after discussions with the School Counselor and interviews 
with the boys, turned the case over to Sheriff Edward 
Gardner, Accomack County. 

2. June 23, 1988: Sheriff Gardner arrested Reverend William 
Langley at his residence and Rev. Langley was then lodged in 
the Accomack County Jail under felony charges of sexual 
misconduct with the boys. 

3. June 24, 1988: The Reverend Langley was released on bail. 

A. August 15, 1988: Court hearing in the Circuit Court; Mr. N . 
Wescoat Jacob, Judge, and Mr, Gary Agar, Commonwealth 
Attorney. Felony charges were dismissed because of first 
offense and the misdemeanor charges were reduced because 
there was no physical force involved . 

5. November 4, 1988: Date for formal court appearance on the 
charges. Felony charges are expected to be reinstated 
because it has since been learned that this was not the 
first such offense.

Since June 23, 1988 Reverend Langley has been relieved of all 
clergical responsibilities .

On June 17, 1988 Reverend Langley went to his parents 1 home in 
Chris tains burg, Virginia. 

From June 27, 1988 until September 16, 1988, William Langley was 
enrolled in psychiatric counseling program at St* Albans 
Hospital, Radford, Virginia. However, that program now has ended 
because the $50,000 limit on health insurance has been reached. 

Sometime after the November 4, 1988 court trial, the Church 
officials will meet with Reverend Langley to consider withdrawing 
his ordination papers and privileges. 

A newspaper clipping from the Eastern Shore Itfews of the arrest of 
Reverend Langley was sent to your office previously. 

If any other information becomes available it will be sent to 
you, as well as the report of the November 4, 1988 court trial.
